Human misery rose in th e flood 
areas of North Dakota, Minne­ 
sota and Nebraska. Scores

communities were isolated as th e 
surging waters from rain-swol­ 
len rivers and streams spilled 
out over th ousands of acres of 
land.

T r u m a n ' s Tour Points To November Fight

REPARATION of cases against persons who 
hav e filed non-Communist affidav its un­ 
der the Taft-Hartley Act under circum stances 
suggesting perjury has been grossly neglect­ 
ed by the Department of J ustice. 
It may be 
that the department was waiting for the U.S. 
Supreme Court to rule on the constitution­ 
ality of the oath required to qualify for par­ 
ticipation in the benefits of the Taft-Hartley 


Act. 
The court’s decision now* has been made. 
The constitutionality of the non-Communist 
oath has been upheld. Officers of upward of 
a half dozen unions are in potential danger 
of facing action for perjury, though it is prob­ 
able they already hav e taken adv antage of a 
possible loophole in the law itself. That is 
the fact the oath is confined to present mem­ 
bership in the Communist party—“ I am not a 
member of the Communist party, or affiliated 
with such party." 
They could hav e with­ 
drawn from membership in order to qualify 
under the oath. 
Howev er, the rest of the oth reads: “ I do 
not believ e in. and I am not a member of. nor 
do I support, any organization that believ es in 
or teaches the ov erthrow of the United States 
gov ernment by force or by illegal or unconsti­ 
tutional methods." 
Ev en a "former*’ Com­ 
munist would hav e trouble talking himself 
out of that corner, if and when the Depart- 
ment of J ustice ev er decided to enforce the 
Taft-Hartley Act’s oath of loyalty to the 
United States. 


WASHINGTON 
P 
RESIDENT Harry S. Truman 
has taken to the western road 
under somewhat confused polit­ 
ical circumstances. It is sched­ 
uled as a non-political junket. 
But the President of the United 
States can’t do anything without 
its hav ing some political signifi­ 
cance. 
After six years in office, the 
President and his Fair Deal pro­ 
gram hav e gotten nowhere. The 
lecord of the 81st Congress is not 
good. Though it still has 60 or 
90 days to go, the Senate is head­ 
ed for another FEPC filibuster 
in which little will be accompish- 
ed. 
Sen. Claude Pepper has been 
defeateo in the Florida primary- 
Sen. Llstei Hill won renomina­ 
tion easily in Alabama, but the 
Dixiecrat« are still a major ad­ 
ministration annoyance. 
Finally, 
ex-Gov . Harold E. 
Stassen 
has 
characterized Truman as “ a clev ­ 
er politician, but the worst Pres­ 
ident’’—a phrase that may stick 
and may hurt. 
To all these bad political omens, 
there is a Democratic answer. 
Blame for lack of progress on the 
President’s program in Congress 
is put upon the Southern Dem­ 
ocrats who hav e teamed up with 
the Republicans to defeat or sty­ 
mie many administration meas­ 
ures. 
Some of the President’s politi­ 
cal adv isers are coaching him to 
come out swinging against 
the 
Dixiecrats on his present tour. 
The 
Northern Democrats 
lick­ 
ed the Dixiecrats at Philadelphia 
in 1948, but they hav en’t stayed 
licked. It may take another Phil­ 
adelphia showdown, say the reg­ 
ulars, to giv e them the party 
control they w ant. 


DEMOCRATIC s p o k e s m e n 
claim that Senator Pepper's de­ 
feat in the Florida primary was 
no great setback for President 
Truman. 
They 
recall 
now — 
though no mention was made of 
it during the campaign — that 
Pepper w*as against Truman at 
Philadelphia. First Pepper made 
a number 
of 
pro-Eisenhower 
statements. 
Then for about 24 
hours, PeDper was himself 
a 
candidate against Truman- 
Senator Pepper was nev er en­ 
tirely forgiv en for this rebellion, 
ev en though he did later endorse 
the Fair Deal. But if Represen­ 
tativ e Smathers, who defeated 
Pepper, continues his anti-Tru­ 
man primary campaign line, it is 
fairly obv ious that the adminis­ 
tration would hav e preferred to 
see Pepper win. 
What hurts the Truman admin­ 
istration w’orse than the Pepper 
defeat, howev er, is the strong 
showing made by the Dixiecrats 


in their fight to hold control of 
the Alabama political machine’s 
executiv e committee. The Tru­ 
man administration is powerless 
as long as such opposition exists. 
Gov ernor Stassen’s crack at the 
President is taken by Democrats 
jr. Washington 
as merely an in­ 
dication that Stassen, who now 
heads 
Univ ersity of 
Pennsyl­ 
v ania, is himself again a GOP 
candidate. 
As for Stassen’s statement that 
“ the plans for Grand Coulee dam 
were prepared under • President 
Hoov er,” there seems to be some 
difference of opinion. The record 
seems to indicate that the plans 
were prepared by Bureau of Rec­ 
lamation under Interior Secre­ 
tary Harold Ickes, who author­ 
ized construction as a PWA pro­ 
ject. 
Grand Coulee construction was 
Degun in December 1933. It got 
most of its congressional support 
from 
Republican Sen. 
Charles 
McNary On that schedule, Hoo­ 
v er may nev er ev en hav e seen the 
plans. 


THE non-political reason, 
or 
excuse, for President Truman s 
trip west at this time is to dedi­ 
cate completion of installation of 
the last generating unit at Grand 
Coulee, and to dedicate Kortes 
Dam, in Wyoming. The President 
won’t actually go to Kortes Dam, 
which won’t really be completed 
for another few months. The road 
to the dam site isn’t good, and 
bad weather might throw off the 
whole trio schedule. So the Pres­ 
ident 
will do his dedicating at 
Casper, Wyo., 80 miles away. He 
can of course 
draw 
a 
bigger 
crowd there. 
The President makes this dam 
trip at the inv itation of Interior 
Secretary 
Oscar Chapman. 
At 
Casper, the President will be able 
to get in a plug for the Missouri 
Valley dev elopment. At Grand 
Coulee he can get in a plug for 
Columbia Valley Authority. 
Any political talks the Presi­ 
dent makes at whistle stops in be­ 
tween and on the way back are 
so much additional grav y. And 
the fact that the tour winds up 
at Chicago with a big speech cli­ 
maxing a three-day Democratic 
National Committee and Cabinet 
rally makes the whole enterprise 
a political 
undertaking. 
Or at 
least it opens the 1950 season by 
tossing out the first hats. 
The President won’t get really 
politically hot, 
howev er, 
until 
along about September. In the 
two months before the Nov em­ 
ber elections, he is expected to 
hit many close contest states. The 
purpose, of course, is to try to in­ 
fluence election of an 82nd Con­ 
gress which will be more to his 
liking than the Eighty-Worst.

C 
HRONIC fatigue is one of the 
most common complaints in 
modern society. Nearly ev eryone 
from time to time becomes tirec 
and loses all zest for work or 
play. The cause is usually not 
hard to find—excessiv e w*ork for 
too long a period, lack of sleep, 
dietary indiscretions or some sim­ 
ilar fault of liv ing. The remedy 
lies in correcting the cause—or at 
least not doing it again. 
This kind of fatigue, howev er, 
is not much of a problem. That 
tired feeling which is chronic and 
persistent and the cause of which 
cannot be easily indentified is 
much more serious. This type of 
fatigue is particularly common 
among 
housewiv es, 
many 
of 
whom are constantly exceeding 
their strength. 
The strain of children cannot be 
pinned dowrn on afiy one ev ent 
nor is it easy to remedy—after 
all what can one * do about it? 
There are other factors besides 
children which enter into chronic 
fatigue. Inability to relax or play, 
difficulty in getting away from 
the problems of ev ery-day life, 
lack of sleep, a poor diet, and 
just plain too much to do are the 
most common. 
Sometimes a diseased condi­ 
tion is at fault. A slight anemia, 
for example, can and does pro­ 
duce lack of customary energy. 
Any chronic infection or almost 
any disturbed bodily function is 
also likely to produce that tired 
feeling. 
Carrying 
too 
much 
weight, flat feet and innumerable 
other body conditions tend to 
| produce excessiv e fatigue or to 
make that tired feeling w*orse. 
Of course, if a definite disease 
condition can be identified, it can 
usually be remedied. This is the 
first step in combating fatigue. 
Should nothing be found, then it 
becomes necessary to analyze and 
study v arious factors 
such 
as 
those mentioned. 
The proper 
balance 
betw*een 
work, recreation and sleep has to 
be worked out. Change of occu­ 
pation is not often recommended 
because it usually is not possible 
Many people need to learn how 


to relax when they hav e the 
chance. The adoption of a balanc­ 
ed diet w*ith plenty of v itamins is 
beneficial when 
the 
abnormal 
fatigue is at least partly due to 
faulty diet. Stimulating drugs are 
dangerous and should not be used 
unless upon a physician’s adv ice. 
Ev erything which can be re­ 
medied should be, including such 
factors as too much smoking, top 
much alcohol, poor diet and the 
like. In far too many cases there 
is little to be found and per­ 
haps ev en less which can be done 
about it. 
This is a frustrating situation 
and no one yet has a perfect an­ 
swer. Perhaps all that can be 
done is to become aw*are of those 
influences w*hich are producing 
a state of chronic tiredness, re- 


5 medy those which one can, and be 
prepared to cure the others as 
soon as circumstances allow.

companies — buying 
their bonds—while the companies 
would, in turn, finance the equity- 
capital needs of worthy business­ 
es. There is no limit placed here 
as to size of loans but it is as­ 
sumed that the plan will primar­ 
ily take care of the needs of busi­ 
ness ranging from $25,000 to $L- 
000,000. This is the bracket of 
financing about which there has 
been considerable discussion tn 
recent years, and the P m « dent 
says this phase of his plan * is 
designed to fill the most serious 
remaining gap in* the business 
financial structure.” 


COINCIDENT with these de 
v elopments, the President pro­ 
poses that both the Reconstruc­ 
tion Finance Corporation and

COLUMBUS, May 10—(AP)— 
Theodor«* Roosevelt McClure, Jr., 
s*ved once from the electric 
chair by a dramatic last-minute 
reprieve tonight was to die for 
slaying a Cleveland grocer. 
Gov. Frank J. 
Lausche, who 
granted a reprieve last March 10, 
announced yesterday be will not 
intervene again. 
The 60-day stay was granted 
to give the “Court of Last Re­ 
port.’’ a chance to check into Mc­ 
Clure’s case. The “Court” investi­ 
gates cases where a miscarriage 
of justice is suspected. 
A lie detector test Saturday 
climaxed the investigation. The 
24-year-old Clevelander was told 
the test indicated he did not tell 
the truth.

Then McClure calmly admitted 
that he shot the grocer, Nicola Sa- 
lupo, in 1947. 
The governor said: 
“The facts and circumstances 
surrounding thhe conviction of 
Theodore Roosevelt McClure of 
:irst degree murder are of such 
character that the law will have 
tc take its course without inter­ 
vention on my part.” 
So yesterday McClure ordered 
his second “last meal.” 
For hr. “last meal” today, Mc­ 
Clure ordered fried chicken, fried 
oysters, sliced tomatoes, French 
fried potatoes, rolls and butter, 
French apple pie, vanilla 
ice 
cream, coffee, and six bottles of 
a soft drink.

COLUMBUS. May 10—(AP)—| 
The state liquor department to­ 
day was to give the state liquor 
board a “complete and compre­ 
hensive inventory” of about 420 
slot machines seized and still held 
by the department. 
Four of the slots caused tem­ 
pers to flare and voices to rise 
yesterday. 
Board Chairman 
Frank 
M. 
Krebs asked why the slots, seized 
during a raid on 
the Minerva 
Moose Lodge No. 915, were not 
before the board as evidence. An­ 
thony A. Rutkowski, enforcement 
chief, said the basement storage 
room was so crowded four speci­ 
fic slots could not be dug out on 
short notice. 
The board 
recently directed, 
seized slot machines must be in­ 
troduced as evidence. 
Oscar L. Fleckner, liquor de­ 
partment director, assumed the 
role of peacemaker and said the 
department had no intention of 
ignoring the order. 
“But the fact is,” he said “the 
large number of slot. machines in

property room,

is highly disorganized, 
makes it physically impossible to 
produce the machines as ordered» 
by the board.

Ohio Has Deficit Spending In 


10 Months Of Current Year 


COLUMBUS, May 10—(AP)— 
Ohio 
spent 
$33,000,000 
more 
from its general fund and took 
in $577,447 less from sales taxes 
in the first ten months of the 
fiscal year. 
The report by Finance Director 
H. 
D. 
Defenbacher compared 
figures with the corresponding 
10 months a 
year 
ago. 
They 
stacked up like this: 
Money spent from the general 
fund to run the state government 
from July 1 through April 30 to­ 
taled $252,871,474. The sum was 
$229,037,634 for that period a year 
earlier. 
Net sales tax collections, the 
state’s largest single source of 
revenue, were $89,422,553 for the 
10 months, a dip of more than 
half a million dollars. 
Defenbacher said other minor 
tax sources yielded a little more 
money than the year before. But 
receipts still fell $103,526 below 
the $165,406,000 anticipated. 
Large items included in the 
increased expenditures were $6,- 
000,000 set aside out of sales tax 
collections for retirement of sol­ 
dier bonus bonds, $8,300,000 more 
for capital improvements, $3,200,- 
000 additional for old age pen- 


sion 
requirements, 
$1,100,000 
more for the public employes’ re­ 
tirement fund, and $1,580,000 as 
the state’s contribution to the 
police and firemen’s relief and 
pension funds ,a new item. 
The report showed personal 
service and maintenance expendi­ 
tures for the last 10 months 
amounted $62,456,115, or $123,000 j 
lower than for the same period in 
the last fiscal year.

Deliveries 2 To 6 
Weeks Behind Needs 


NEW YORK, May 10—(AP)— 
Steelmakers this week “are pull-1 
ing out all stops in their race to 
catch up with demand,” The Iron 
Age, metalworking trade week­ 
ly, said. 
The publication reported that 
“new production records are be- 
;ming commonplace,” with out­ 
put this week again placed at 
100.5 per cent of the industry’s 
rated capacity. 
Deliveries are running 2 to 6 
weeks behind schedule with the 
average about 3 weeks, The Iron 
Age said.

The actual work is expected to 
start around the first of July and 
v u probably be finished in De­ 
cember.

If anyone doubts that Ohio s 


5vstem of roads and highways 
has failed to k eep up with the 
state's general expansion, then 
ssk any member of the highway 
department for facts and fig­ 
ures. 
Here are some of the things 
he will tell you. 
With the development of the 
motorized 
strip en, 
pavement 
mark ings can be laid at the rate 
of 10 to 12 miles per hour. # As 
much as 75 miles of line per eight- 
hour day can be applied by one 
of the six stripers operated by 
the department. 
In 19 24 when the first striper 
was used by the department, ’ess 
than 
1 0 0 miles of center line 
needed to be applied 
on 
state 
highways. The walk -type stripers 
of that era laid less than three 
miles of line per day. 
Now, more than 10.000 miles of 


center lines and lane lines, and 
3,500 miles of yellow no-pass­ 
ing zone lines are req uired. 
The job will consume enough 
paint to give a new look to some 
13,000 houses, figured on an av­ 
erage of 15 gallons per house. 
The paint is applied at the rate of 
15 to 17 gallons a mile. 
In 
19 39 , 
Ohio 
adopted the 
standard system, of the Ameri­ 
can Association of State High­ 
way Officials for mark ing no­ 
passing zones. A yellow no-pass­ 
ing or “barrier” line parallel to 
sand on the right of the white 
center line indicates where over­ 
tak ing and passing is unsafe be­ 
cause of limited sight distance. 
In painting its state highways, 
Ohio used 
solid 
center 
lines 
and lane lines four inches wide, 
and four-inch yellow no-passing 
line. The no-passing line is sep­ 
arated from the center line by a 
S space of three inches. 
All of the 50,000 gallons of yel­ 
low paint and 70,000 of the 150,- 
000 of white paint are of the glass 
bead type which is luminous un­ 
der the rays of headlights. 
The cost of the painting job 
for last year totaled $346,850.

Crop Forecast Dip 


Due In New Report 


WASHINGTON, May 10—(AP) 
—A government crop report is 
expected today to tak e a sizeable 
slice off the official forecast on 
the size of this year’s 
winter 
wheat crop. 
Dry weather and insect pests 
have caused new damage since 
the last estimate a month ago. 
The report is scheduled to be 
issued at 2 p. m., by the Agricul­ 
ture Department’s crop report­ 
ing board. 
Winter 
wheat 
production — 
which mak es up about 
three- 
fourths of all wheat grown— | 
look s now as if it will be the 
smallest since 19 43, when 537,- 


0 0 0 , 0 0 0 bushels were harvested. 
But a large reserve from the 
past two years will assure the 
country of sufficient grain to 
meet its demands. 
A month ago the department 
forecast the winter wheat crop at 
764.000.000 bushels — a reduction 
of 
1 21 ,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 bushels from 
its 
forecast of last December. 
To­ 
day’s report was expected in pri­ 
vate q uarters to cut the estimate 
still further, perhaps as much as
